MAHASOY CITT, Pa., May 28—This 


city was the scene of a bloody riot 
Wednesday night between the men con- 
nected with Wallace's circus, which was 
sxbibiting here, and a crowd of Shenan- 
doah and Mahanoy City toughs, who, as 
has been their custom with other cir- 
cuses, tried to stop the performance. 
Early in the evening a party of boys, rang- 
ing from 15 to 17 years of age, tried to 
enter without paying. Failing in this 
they annoyed the doorkeepers and can- 
gasmen all the evening and created so 
much confusion that it was with diffi- 
culty that the performance was kept go- 
ing." Just as the main part of the per- 
formance was over and the old-time con- 
cert was about to begin, the mob, which 
had increased considerably since the firsl 
attack, rallied for another effort and 
rushed inside the tent. They broke for 
fce stage and disturbed the actors so 
much that the performance had to be

By this time a 
party of canvasmen, armed with clubs 
made their appearance inside the tent, and 
after considerable difficulty managed to 
•xpel the disturbers. But the fight was 
not yet ended. About fifteen minute 
after the boys had been ousted they re 
turned, re-enforced by a number of men 
and made another attack upon the ten 
men. The mob now numbered about fifti 
men and boys, all armed with clubs ant 
stones. The tent men, finding that thei 
efforts to keep back the crowd were of n 
avail, drew their revolvers and fired int 
the crowd. This had the effect of checkini 
the rush for awhile. 


Several Persons Shot. 


In the meantime the tent men were n 


inforced by several men armed with shot 
guns, and when the attack was renewed 
tbe circus men fired right and left into the 
mob, and a number of persons were badly 
injured. Among them are Patrick Quinn, 
of Shenandoah, who was shot in the abdo- 
men, and is now lying in a precarious con- 
dition; John Reese, Hugh and Edward 
Courtney, Martin Lansey, and Franklin 
Watkins received gunshot wounds, and 
three of them will probably die. Edward 
McCaully was struck by a club, and also 
received seven shots in his stomach. He 
also is in a critical condition. After the 
firing the mob fled wildly. Officers at 2 
o'clock in the morning tried to make ar- 
rests, but the armed circus men ordered 
them away and they went. The show was 
organized at Peru, Ind., and many of the 
employes are from there and Logansport. 


ONE DEAD, THE OTHER DYING. 


ratal Encounter Between a Constable 


and Farmer In Kansas.

May 38.—Edward 


Hageman, a constable, went to the farm 
of Cyras Aldrich in Norton county, about 
KO miles west of here, to take possession 
of some mortgaged 
horses. 
He made 


known the object of his visit to Aldrich, 
who warned him not to touch the ani- 
mals, and at the same time commanded 
Ms son and daughter to run the officer off 
the place. The boy hurled a heavy stone 
at Hageman and Aldrich drew a revolver 
and fired. Hageman also drew a revolver 
and the two men engaged in a deadly duel 
until they had exhausted their weapons. 


When the Battle Ended. 


Hageman received a ball in the hand 


and one in the abdomen. 
The shot in the 


abdomen brought him to the ground and 
was the last fired by Aldrich. The ball cut 
through the man's bowels and he died in 
great agony at 2 o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon.

SPRING VALLEY MINERS. 


Tho Company Puts in Screens Which Do 


Not Suit the Workers. 


SPRING VALLEY, Ills., May 
SS.—The 


miners of this city held a niiiss-meeting 
Wednesday to protest against the alleged 
outrages imposed on them by the Spring 
Valley Coal company. Last Friday and 
Saturday the men signed contracts for 
the year which contained the stipulations 
of last year's contract and prices, and 
Sunday the company took out the flat- 
bar screens and put in their stead a dia- 
mond screen one and a half feet longer 
and one-eighth of an inch wider between 
the bars, making a difference of 200 to 300 
pounds in a ton of coal in favor of the 
company. 
The miners grew indignant 


and at the meeting drew up resolutions 
to take out their tools and leave their 
places without any cleaning or timbering 
until the company either puts back the 
old screens or adopts the new gross 
weight system that is now before the leg- 
islature.

VERY RECKLESS WITH HIS WEALTH. 


He Leaves SO.OOO in Silver Bars In the 


Broadway Gutters While He Bowls 
Up—His Valuable Stuff Looked Up by 
a Hotel Porter—Dangerous Flay of 
Two Children — How They Amused 
Themselves witu a Copperhead Snake. 
NEW YORK, May 23 -Over $6,000 worth 


of silver bullion was lying in the gutter 
in front of a number ot Broadway hotels 
Tuesday night. Finally it was piaked up 
and put in a place of safety. The owner 
of the silver weighs over 200 pounds and 
his name is Phillips. He hails from Mon- 
tana, where he is said to own the silver 
mine that produced the bullion. 
Mr. 


Phillibs hired a cab and started out to 
visit the bar-rooms of the Broadway ho- 
tels. He wanted to find out which sold 
the bett liquor. 


The Gutter as a Depository. 


He tugged four silver bars, worth about 


?],500 each, into the cab and began his 
sampling 
expedition 
at Forty-second 


street, and worked down to Fourteenth 
street, whero he has been lost sight of. 
Every time he left the cab to go into one 
of the hotel bar-rooms he would first take 
the silver bars from the cab and place 
them lengthways with each other in the 
street gutter. "Xo-nobody '11 (hie) ta- 
take 'em away. They'll th-think they're 
jnold crowbar," Mr. Phillips explained 
to the driver of the cab. Cabby tried to 
liave Phillips allowthe silver to remain in 
the cab, but he insisted that the precious 
metal would bo safer in the gutter than 
Ln the cab. 


U< ,cutil at the Hoffman House. 


After repeating this 
experiment in 


front of the different Broadway hotels at 
which he stopped for refreshments, ha 
reached the Hoffman house, and again 
put thasilver in the gutter while he vis- 
ited tho art gallery. As Phillips had bnca 
been a guest at this hotel, the porter felt 
it incumbent upon him to remove the sil- 
ver from the street to the hotel and have 
it locked up. He did so, and Phillips, 
after protesting, proceeded to visit other 
Broadway hotels.

torpedo-shooter, was instantly killed last 
tvening thrae miles north of this city by 
an explosion ot glycerine. He had ex- 
ploded a 40 qaart shot of glycerine in an 
oil well at Rew City, and had returned to 
hts magazine. He secreted several cans 
of glycerine in a hollow stump 200 feat 
from the magazine.

it is supposed that he accidentally dropped 
a can in the stump, and the explosion fol- 
lowed. The report was heard for miles 
around.

NOT WITH THE THIRD PARTY. 


Action of the Ohio Farmers' Union In 


Convention at Colnmbns. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 28.—The State 


Farmers' union remained ha session until 
late Wednesday night in an endeavor to 
decide upon independent political action. 
When the delegates first arrived there was 
an unmistakable majority sentiment in 
favor of cutting loose from the old parties, 
but this gradually melted away in the 
face of the arguments of the more conser- 
vative men among the leaders. About 200 
delegates were present representing a huge 
constitutency, comprising every farmers' 
organization in the state. After a day's 
debate,' a declaration of principles was 
adopted, which calls for a circulation of 
$50 per capita andadvocates prohibition. It 
calls upon all in favor of the platform to 
vote against any 
oae who is 
not 


squarely thereon. The 2 per cent, loan 
scheme was rejected, and by one vote a 
resolution to join the third party was de- 
feated. 


The Switchmen Withdraw. 


CHICAGO. May 
28—The Switchmen's 


Mutual Aid Association of North America 
has withdrawn from the federated body of 
men employed in the railway train service 
known as the United Order of Railway 
employes. The latter was governed by a 
supreme council composed of three mem- 
bers from each body of which tie federa- 
tion was composed. The withdrawal of 
the switchmen from the federation, of 
which they were the founders and promot- 
ers, was due entirely to the action of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, the 
executive officers of which agreed with the 
Chicago and Northwestern railway man- 
agement to place their members in the 
Dlaces of discharged switchmen.

The following is the text of the 
bill as it now stands: 


".Every person who, for profit or gain or 


in anticipation thereof, for the purpoie of 
presenting what is commonly known as 
spirit materialization, shall personate the 
iplrit of * deceased person, or who shall by 
trick, device or mechanical contrivance pre- 
sent anything to represent the spLit of a 
deceased person, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of not IMS than one hundred 
dollars nor more than three hundred dollars. 
or confined in the county jail not less than 
three months nor more than six months, or 
both, in the discretion of the court. 
This 


act shall not be deemed to apply to any por- 
tion of a scene or play in any theatrical 
presentation." 


Now is there any necessity for snch a 


law? The mediums are not making any 
appalling drafts on the wealth of Illinois.

If it has it had better begin on 


some of the older ones. But the best thing 
to do Is to let the intelligence of the people 
deal with all the frauds that come along. 
A strong and widespread intelligence his 
in the last 50 years sent several thousand 
frauds to the ghosts' boneyard. This intel- 
ligence has distanced the law. 


In fact it may be doubted that legislation 


on such subjects has even done any good. 
As a reformer the law has nearly always 
showed itself to be one of the largest frauds 
that confronts the people. 
The world's 


statute books are fall of suck laws that have 
been allowed, like other frauds, to die nn- 
honered and unsung. Thousands of them 
have not even been repealed. It was not 
thought worth the while to do so; and 
neither was it. They dont bother now be- 
cause they are back numbers. 
The man 


who would seriously call up one of them 
would bn set upon by the police; and even 
his party paper would not defend him. 


And then why should our legislature ad- 


vei«se to the rest of the country that this 
state is largely made up of a lot of chumps 
who need legislative protection from the 
mediums? It is not true of the state. It Is 
the medium who needs assistance when 
traveling through Illinois. It would be an 
act of charity to give him a job of sawing 
wood for breakfast at the second table. 


We all remember the fate of Johnston the 


mind reader. He came into this state with 
a great flourish of trumpets. 
He gave a 


few exhibiti»ns in Chicago for -advertising 
purposes. After getting the advertising he 
was to establish a box office where money 
would "je handed over to his agent. 
His 


manifestations were exposed before the ad- 
vertising stage had been passed. And then 
he got out of Chicago and took the road. 
He gave Decatur a "first night." 
There 


was nobody in attendance but a few people 
who had "comps," and even they thought 
they were beat out of something. A man 
or woman would have use for a lot of gov- 
ernment bonds if he or she had any serious 
notion of setting up in the medium business 
in this town. 


Decatur does not need the protection of 


tbelaw in this matter. We take it that 
other towns in the state are as far along In 
the subject of frauds as is Decatur. 


There is a big fuss made over this pro- 


posed law; delegations of cracked cranks 
are waiting on the legislature to defeat the 
bill. They have been moving 
towards 


Springfield for the last two weeks, for most 
of them had to walk and it was necessary 
to make an early start. When the legisla- 
ture sees them It will certainly realize that 
they are a crowd that is not sufficiently 
dangerous to the peace and dignity of a 
great state to get recognition on the law 
book that Is fearfully and wonderfully con- 
structed In the name of the people. 


There is other work before the legisla- 


ture; or there ought to be. And this work 
Is more Important than the banishment of 
machine-made ghosts. If the legislators 
get 85 a day for this work they will make 
more money out of the ghost business than 
the mediums can. And 81,000 to $1,500 a 
day is more than the people of this state 
want to put into any form of the spook 
business. Everybody must coma up and 
pay bis share of this bill. Under the old 
plan of conducting the ghost business, a 
man could pay his money or stay away. 
.He had a choice, and U generally saved 
him money . Tbe old plan Is the better one. 


If the legislature has attended to the 


wants of the living, and if there is nothing 
left for it to do bat worry the Khosts that 
are turned out by a crank, it might adjourn.
